MDARC HELPS OUT WITH FALL 
TRAILRIDES 


Once again, radio operators from MDARC are 
helping make fall trailrides successful and safe. 
The first fall ride, the Las Trampas Trail Ride, 
was reported by Joe Gregory, WA6DQN: 


"Early Saturday morning, September 21, Jim 
Sheley, KA6DXY and Joe Gregory, 
WA6DQN made their way through the darkness 
among more than a hundred trucks and horse 
trailers in Bort Meadow, Anthony Chabot 
Regional Park, to the final meeting of the Las 
Trampas Trail Ride staff. Jim mounted his radio 
equipment in the Ride Director's pickup and was 
soon off to the first veterinarian check point on 
the route; Joe watched the second group of 
horses and riders start down the trail. 


John Bates, N6PUL called in from the 
Redwood Bowl checkpoint night about dawn. 
Radio contact from Bort Meadow to Redwood 
Bowl was poor, so Joe took position on the ridge 
above Bort Meadow and used a messenger to 
communicate with the ride base in the valley. 
Will Morrison, NL7SE joined the net from 
the McDonald gate checkpoint; this is almost the 
worst spot in the area for radio, but Will was able 
to pass some traffic. Ken Desloover, 
N8KHS, helped Will with some of the 
transmissions later in the morning with a high- 
power mobile rig. Clay Yale, N6YBQ 
worked from the Brandon Trail Crossing 
checkpoint at the south end of the ride area, and 
Dwayne McGlothin, N6SPX, handled 
messages from the Grass Valley Road staging 
area on Skyline Boulevard. Ken relieved Jim as 
Ride Director contact about noon. 


About 150 horses and riders entered the trailride, 
100 for the 50 mile event and about 50 for the 25 
mile event. Weather was good for a trailride, 
with warm but not overly hot temperatures after 
the morning fog cleared. Radio was used to 
secure transportation for the few horses that were 
pulled from the ride. 


Overall, the ride went smoothly, with a few 
minor problems resolved via radio. As usual, a 
number of riders failed to check in properly at 
one or more of the checkpoints and were "lost" 
for a while, but all were accounted for at the 
finish. 


My impression is that this was the best organized 
and most smoothly run trailride I have worked. 
Ride management was most grateful to the 
operators for their help."

"The Rocky Ridge Repeater Group (RRRG) is 
on record supporting the Northern Amateur Relay 
Coordinating Council (NARCC) in its effort to 
efficiently and effectively manage, for the benefit 
of the majority of amateur users, the frequency 
and spectrum within its authorized and recognized 
jurisdiction.” 


"The Rocky Ridge Repeater Group commends 
NARCC for its fair and impartial handling of 
matters coming before it for resolution." 


"The Rocky Ridge Repeater Group urges all 

amateur radio users, and repeater operators, to 
sini helt 

by NARCC, and further, endorses NARCC as its 

frequency coordinator." 


The resolution was moved by Jay Caldis, KT6Y, and was 
seconded by Dwayne McGlothin, N6SPX. Following 
discussion the motion passed by a vote of 33-0. The 
RRRG requested that the resolution be published in the 
next edition of the Carrier as a show of support for the 
system of coordination of the frequency available to the 
amateur Community.
